THE DISTRICT BE PRIMARY SECTOR COMPANIES; ESTABLISHING THAT A TECHNOLOGY
DISTRICT MAY USE TAX INCREMENT FINANCING AND |SSUE BONDS FROM TAX INCREMENTS;
AMENDING SECTIONS7-15-4282, 7-15-4283, 7-15-4284, 7-15-4285, 7-15-4286, 7-15-4288, 7-15-4290, 7-15-4292,
7-15-4293, 7-15-4301, AND 7-15-4304, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE" for
the following reasons.

Appropriate useof tax increment financing has proven to be amost effective tool to assist in economic and community
development. Thishill provides for the use of the tax increment tool to advance the devel opment of the technology
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sector of the Montana economy.

However, concerns exist about the potential inappropriate use of tax increment financing--specifically to the potential
that a"district" can beformedto serve asingleclient or project. The spirit of thelaw isfound intheinherent meaning
of theterm "district". A district by its very nature needs to be able to serve multiple independent tenants.

| have determined that the best way to meet both the spirit of SB 167 and, at the sametime, protect usfrom any abuse
of approach, is to amend the bill to require that such "Technology Districts' are designed to serve the needs of
diversified multiple independent tenants.

Therefore, | propose the attached amendments, which:

# Requirethat the physical areato be designated a "technology district” islarge enough to host a diversified
tenant base of multiple independent tenants.

# Require that prior to its creation, a "technology district” must have in place a formally adopted
comprehensive devel opment plan that insures that the district can host a diversified tenant base of multiple
independent tenants.

# Provide that a "technology district” may not be designed to serve the needs of a single district tenant or
multiple tenants that are not independent of each other.

In addition, | have suggested some minor technical amendments to make it clear that the allowable uses of tax
increment funds found in 7-15-4288 are available uniformly to al forms of tax increment districts, including urban
renewal areas (the original form of tax increment districts).

| respectfully request that the legislature agree to these amendments so that we may continue to see tax increment
financing remain an effective tool for economic and community development.

Senator Laslovich requested the proposed amendment, at the request of the Department of Administration.

The proposed amendment makes the public notice requirements for alternative project delivery contracts entered by
state agenciesidentical to the public noticerequirements, generally, for state building construction contractsin excess
of $75,000, asprovidedin § 18-2-301, MCA. Under thebill initscurrent form, the public noticerequirementsfor state
contracts is expressed in two different ways, one of which, found in subsection (1)(a) of section 3 of the bill would
reguire notice in eighty-four newspapers around the state. The Department of Administration projects that cost as
$15,000 per project. Under my proposed amendment, advertising would be required only in the seat of government
and in the county where the work isto be performed. My proposed amendment al so eliminates the inconsistency of
the two notice requirements contained in the bill in its current form.

My proposed amendment al so pertains to the definition of "request for qualifications' as used in section 3 of the bill.
The bill adopts the definition for that term found in § 60-2-134, MCA. However, the definition of "request for
qualifications' in 60-2-134 applies only to "design-build" contracts. Senate Bill 342 authorizes "construction
management" contractsand "general contractor construction management" contracts, so the definition of "request for
qualifications' contained in 60-2-134 isinconsistent with and contradictory to the remainder of Senate Bill 342.

Health care for Montana citizensis of the utmost importance to my administration and | have pledged to work ashard
as | can to ensure its availability, especialy in our rural communities. But threats to that health care are on the
horizon.

While | was attending the National Governor's Conference in Washington, D.C., in late February, President George
W. Bush provided a stern warning, which he emphasized by pointing a finger at the Governors in attendance,
expressing his objection to practices like Montana's hospital utilization fee. His administration has begun an effort
to end widespread uses of such practices by the states. The President indicated that he was targeting $40 billion in
cuts in revenues that currently go to states, $11 billion in intergovernmental transfers and $6.9 billion in provider
(hospital and nursing homes) fees, which are key to this hospital utilization fee.

Further, only half of the states have hospital utilization fees, such as those in SB 120, which further amplifies the
current risk to Montana.

Because Montana's hospital utilization fee, as outlined in SB 120, is the kind of practice that was targeted by the
President, it is essential that we structure the law to best meet Montana's medical care needs while at the sametime
providingthe state'smedical care providerswiththe strongest protection from negative action onthe part of thefederal
government.

We need to do our best to meet the letter and spirit of the President's effort, but do so in a manner that protects the
interests of Montana's medical care providers and Montana medical patients.

My analysisof the federal objections showsthat the continuation of existing allocation language and practicesrel ated
to the hospital utilization fee pose the greatest target for federal action.

| have determined that the best way to meet both of those important needsisto amend SB 120 to inocul ate Montana
from federal action by providing flexibility in the administration and uses of the hospital utilization fee.

Therefore, after extensive research and careful consideration of the problem, | propose the attached amendments,
which:

P Allow the hospital utilization feesto be set as presently outlined in SB 120.

P Provideflexihility in alocation of the funds.

P Providethat the expenditure of funds under the law will be voided if the budget cap islegally determined to
have been exceeded.
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| respectfully request that the legis ature agree to these amendments so that we may continue to see that Montanans
can receive quality health care at the most affordable possible costs.
